Emperor, who asked their co-oporation regardin¥ 
tho important financial programme which is to 
deal with the present contingency. Next day

At Seoul, despite tho trickery of Russia, a 
wind favourable to Japan is now reported to be 


in Japan's sincerity. 

The Kobe Chronicle of the 22nd’ ult, thinks 
that, if Russia still refuses to accept the de- 
-mands made by Japan, and if for the -time 
being relations are broken off, the natural 
consequence will then be, not an.attack by 
Japan upon Russie either on land or sea, but 
the resort by Japan to those measaros for eafe- 
garding hor interests of the nature of which 
she hes already informed Russia. That is to 
say, Japan will send her troops into Coroa, 
declare some sort of a protectorate, and’ sat to 
work to erect the peninsula into a bulwark 
against the farther southward advance ° of 
Russia. Our contemporary believes that Russia 
would offer no active opposition to such action. 
She may make it the subject of protest to Japan 
and the other Powers, bat in the ond the Russian 
Govornment would virtually acquiesce, for the 
present at any’ rate, in measures’ that might 
even be regarded with secret approval as giving 
her o certain right to remain in Manchuria. 
Itis by no means improbablé that Japan haying 
rosolutely taken the matter into her own hands, 
Russia will withdraw hor agents and remove 
her works from Northern Corea at the Japanese 
demand, thus acknowledging the Yalu aa tho 
real boundary between a Manchuria dominated 
by Russia and a Corea domixated by Japan.

Since 
his urrival in Keweilin four months ago Gorer- 
nor Ko Féng-shib has been untiring in trying 
to get at tho leaders of these secret aocistivs, snd 
by the help of faithful rvtuinerd- who bravely 
walked into ‘the Jiun’s jaws end pretended: to 
join thous sovieties, has at last caught and 
bebended three loading chiefs of tho Ya-pang, 
nawed Tien Ho-ling, Yeo Chén-yih, and Péng 
Lan-ch'i; two cbiefs of the Kweilin Triads, 
Cbhén Yung-piao and Chen Ch'ang-séng (father 
and gon); anda certain Yong Fu-ling, o woll- 
knowin rebel chief of Wuchow. ‘The last-named 
threo Triads even went 80 far as to confess that 
they had made every preparation to attack and 
capture the provincial capital last October, 
when they were prevented by the arrival there 
of Governor Ko Féng-shih and his army, in 
the nick of time as it were, At.the timo they 
wore captured these threes men were in the 
mist of putting into execution o scheme to rob 
certain banks in Kwoilin and to seize the op- 
portunity to capturo the city. Chin Yung-piao, 
father and gon aro said to have had over 3,000 
woll armed mon under them and had also two 
lientenants who, hearing of the capture of their 
two chiefs, had fled to the vicinity of Hsinjon- 
‘hsion, when they were also captured throtigh 
the help of Govornmont spies. 

Since his arrival in Kwangsi there js no 
doubt: that H.E, Governor Ko Féng-shih's 
efforts have been instrumental in restoring order 
in a great messare to the region round about 
Kweilin, Liuchow and Ch‘ingyuan, ‘aml we can 
say thet ho isin a fair way to pacifyiug the 
whole provinces in due time. :

Mr. Invina proceeded toread thereport, which 
atated thatthethroe schools were in exiatonco in 
1¥9il ps free schools, and gave vlomontary in- 
atruotion in English and Chinese to the cbillren 
ju the neighbourhood, The'samy Chinese mas- 
ters were now doing excellont work, although the 
methods, employed, which wero general in 
Europe and Amorica, wore revolutionsry-in the 
andals of Hongkong. Under tho same. roof as 
the English classes were vernacular classes, in 
which 6 rort of ‘education was given, but 
very few of the boys knew the meaning 
of what they learned by heart, Aud. if 
the boys did not learn their own language 
they did not learn English. They learned 
three or four school readers almost by heart. 
‘That was in the past, but a different system waa 
now in vogue, The organisatiqn of the schools 
was enitively romodelled under English masters, 
and tho rosults of tho last oxamination showed a 
vast improvement. Ia elementary geography 
the same improvement was shown, snd the 
arithmetic done by the first year boys was 
excealingly good.. Composition, howaver, was 
weak, but colloquial English showed great 
advancement, and the ssnior boys talked Eng- 
Kh “as Wellington did French,” according 
toa saying of Napoleon, “ couragsously.” -The 
atandard of Chinese languags attained in 
the schools ‘was very. moderate, that of 
Ssiyiogpun being thobest of the three, Mr, 

Irving dealt with the question of teaching 
simp lo English thoroughly. as if English was to 
be the tool for farther learning, then the tool 
must be well forged, and roady to band before 
good work: could be expected. It was also 
pr oposed to admit no boy to the school without 
some kaowledge of the character of his owa 
Iangusg ®, and then to dispose. and improve that 
knowlodg ¢ so that the student may be able to 

use it for practical purposes, In the upper, 
schools frequent trunslatious from English to 
Ch inege and from Chinese to English would be 
ina isted upon. In concluding his report Mr, 
Irving called ugon His Exozllency to” present 

the prizes. 

His Exc ZLLENcr then presented tho: prizes, 
after which he said—Mr. -Irving, ladies, and 
gentlemen, Mr. Irving has told you that to-day 
marks the first stago in an exporimont. It is 
an oxpotimont, anda very important one, I 
think, not only in the educational interests in 
the Colony, but ulso in the commercial interests 
of this great emporium of trade. When I came 
ont as Colonial Seoretary, ia 1902, ona of the 
firat pieces of work that fell to my lot was 
to see how far and in what manner the 
rooommendations of a very important Com- 
missioa—the Commission on Ednoation—might 
be adopted; that is to say, I had to advise the: 
Governor for the tima being, as far as my ability 
ensbled me," as to what changes could 
and could ‘not. be, made. After . a 
very great deal of correspondence with the 
home authorities aud otbors, various changes 
woro decided upon, and one of the most 
important of them was the reorganisation of the 
Goverament Anglo-Chinese schools, To-dey wo 
have the first-fruits of that reorganisation, 
sud I think all those who are iuterested in 
education in the Colony must have heard to-day 
or will, no’ doubt, read in the newspapers to- 
morrow, with a great dosl of plessare, the 
aatistactory report which the Inspector of 
Sohools has just now read to us, Aiud I would 
1 ike, before I go farther, to congratulate the 
mastors of the district, achoole, and the 
Chiness masters working under them, upon 
the vary good _ work which they have alrendy 
accomplished. What we want in Hongkong 
are Chinese who know the English 
lsngaage, and elo, Jet" ms.once more om~ 
phasieo it, who. know their own. T have had 
oceasion before now to. state that in my ex- 

perience, which has been & considerable one, of 
the difficulties in carrying on business in Govern. 
ment offices—and it must also be found to be 
difficulty in commercial firms—is the want of 
clerks who know their own languago as well 
as knowing some English, Now, English, as 
we have hoard in the report, is being taught in 
the district schools on o different system to 
what has been done in the past. I may say that 
I thoroughly endorse that system. It is the 

system that is now used at home in «teaching 
all modern Inngusges, and I do , not think 
there is any. question that it is the best.

there, may have o benoficial eff ot. If it has not 
and weahall be able to learn before the next dis- 
tribution of prizes whether the change has boea 
fruitful of saccuss—then all I can say is that eom

1 myself am dotermined, and that is that as for 
as Iean-doit I will-have Chinose boys in the

Li Shek Pang, 115, Wing lok Street, sued 
Yung Chi Yoi, 9, Queen's Road Central, and 
Pun Tse Yau, 90, Connaught Read, for $1059.22 
restricted to $1000, plaintiff claiming this sum 
from Yung Chi Hoi as charterer under and 
from Pun ‘Tse Yan-as guarantor of the charter- 
party dated 12th June.

They entered into 5 ohnrter-party om which ho 
was suing.

avery small number of passengers he had to 
pay for 65°, In the event of the number 
reaching 630 Yung Chi Hoi ayroed to pay full 
compensation, It was a guarantee that he would 
psy for 651) passengers unless tho rogalations 
prevented the ship from carrying 65, in which 
case there would be a reduction. If there were 
more than 650 the passage-moncy wos to be 
reduced. The intention of asking the de 
fendant to guarantes 650 was clear, It was 
not intended to charter tho steamer and take 
remnneration according to the number of 
parsongers, for tho defendant might] have 
put only a few passengers on board and they 
might. oave sont down their atesmor for some 
$200 or $300, Therefore it was provided that 
650 should be gusranteed. Aso matter of fact 
505 passengers were carried; 31 wore got from 
Hongkong. According to the Hongkong passage 
licence the stenmer conld carry 732 passengers 
altogether, and according to her emigration 
liconce—that was for a voyaga of ovor seven 
days—she could carry the fall 650.
